larger  general  Interests  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  by  which  the  devotion  of  our 
Baptist  people  of  these  more  general  activities 
can  be  deepened  and  tbier  support  materially  in¬ 
creased. 

6.  How  do  Baptists  carry  on  tbelr  State  Mis¬ 
sion  work? 

Baptists  have  no  ecclesiastical  organisation, 
hence  their  work  Is  purely  co-operative.  Baptists 
hold  that  every  New  Testament  church  is  nec¬ 
essarily  a  missionary  body  and  that  It  exists 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  proclaiming  the  gospel 
to  a  lost  world.  If  the  churches  are  to  be  efficient 
in  this  task,  they  must  of  necessity  co-operate. 
Hence  the  churches  hare  voluntarily  affiliated 
themselves  In  associations  and  conventions  and 
through  these  have  organised  committees  and 
boards  by  which  their  work  may  be  directed  but 
everywhere  and  all  the  time  have  recongnlsed 
and  'preserved  the  voluntary  principle  and  by 
recognising  and  preserving  this  principle  they 
have  based  their  co-operative  work  on  divine 
love. 

7.  What  agencies  have  Baptists  for  carrying 
on  their  Mission  work. 

In  addition  to  the  inter-church  organisations 
such  as  associations  and  conventions.  Baptists 
have  three  agencies  in  their  co-operative  work. 
These  three  agencies  are  the  State  paper,  the 
denominational  college  and  the  Mission  Board. 
These  agencies  are  of  first  Importance.  This  Is 
because  State  Missions  come  first  In  kingdom  de¬ 
velopment,  lies  at  the  heart  not  only  of  our  mis¬ 
sionary  enterprises,  but  of  every  denominational 
institution  and  undertaking  and  must  always 
have  the  fundamental  place  in  eevry  well-con¬ 
structed  denominational  program. 

8.  What  Is  a  Mission  Board?  , 

A  mission  Board  Is  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  co-operative  mission  work  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  It  has  no  authority  within  Itself.  It  Is 
brought  into  existence  by  the  Convention  and  Is 
subject  at  all  tlmos  to  the  authority  of  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

!».  How  are  the  members  of  the  State  Board 
of  Missions  in  Mississippi  elected? 

At  the  Convention  In  Columbus  In  191<a  five- 
year  program  was  adopted  by  the  Convention  and 
in  this  program  we  have  the  following  paragraph 
stipulating  how  the  members  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  ard  to  be  elected:  ‘The  Convention 
Board  shall  consist  of  one  member  from  each 
association  in  the  stale  co-operating  with  the 
Convention.  These  members  to  be  ejected  by 
the  Convention  through  Its  nominating  commit¬ 
tee  from  the  nominees  mgde  by  the  district  as¬ 
sociations.  Each  association  nominating  Its  own 
member  of  the  Board,  the  Convention  making  Its 
own  naminatlons  In  case  any  association  falls  to 
suggest  a  name.  One-third  of  the  members  to  be 
elected  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and 
one-third  for  three  years.  Thereafter  at  each 
session  of  the  Convention  the  one-tbird  whose 
term  of  office  expires  shall  be  elected  for  three 
years.  All  vacancies  to  be  filled  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion.” 

10.  Who  are  the  officers  of  the  Board? 

The  oflcers  of  the  Board  are  a  president,  re¬ 
cording  secretary  and  treasurer.  The  correspond¬ 
ing  secretary  Is  not  an  officer  of  the  Board,  but 
a  servant.  The  officers  now  are:  Dr.  P.  1.  Ltpsey, 
president;  Rev.  E.  T.  MobberTy,  recording  secre¬ 
tary;  Mr.  Z.  D.  Davis,  treasurer.  J.  BenJ.  Law¬ 
rence  is  corresponding  secretary.  l 

11.  Where  is  the  Board  located? 

The  Board  Is  located  In  Jackson.  Mlsg.  The 
office  of  the  Board  Is  In  the  Harding  building 
on  East  Capitol  Street 


1.  How  many  Baptist  In  Mississippi? 

A.  According  to  the  statistics  gathered  by  Dr. 
Lansing  Burrows,  statistical  secretary  for  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  there  are  172,480 
white  Baptists.  The  negroes  report  290,000.  This 
makes  462,000  Baptists  In  Mississippi. 

2.  How  many  white  Baptist  churches  in  the 
8tate? 

A.  Dr.  Lansing  Burrows  reports  1,516 
churches,  but  this  Is  an  Incomplete  report.  There 
are  at  least  1,600  churches. 

3.  How  many  associations? 

There  are  58  associations,  8  in  the  Generul 
Association  and  2  Independent,  leaving  48  co¬ 
operating  with  the  State  Convention. 

4.  What  is  Missions? 

Missions  is  the  Holy  Spirit  In  operation  bring¬ 
ing  to  a  consummation  through  human  agency 
God's  redemptive  purpose.  In  its  fundamental 
motive  It  Is  the  preaching  of  the  saving  grace 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  unto  all  time  and  Into  all 
lands.  It  Is  the  Christian  constltutency  going  forth 
Into  all  the  world  and  into  all  the  life  of  the 
world,  sent  by  Jesus  ns  he  was  sent  by  the  Father 
to  carry  on  to  Its.  consummation  the  redemptive 
work  of  Christ  It  Is  the  people  of  the  gospel 
with  the  gospel,  giving  the  gospel  to  the  people 
without  It  regardless  of  who  they  are  or  where 
they  are.  It  Is  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  of  sal¬ 
vation  to"  tho  lost  In  order  that  they  may  turn 
to  the  Lord  and  live,  and  the  further  preaching 
of  the  gospel  to  the  saved  In  order  that  they  may 
become  obedient  to  the  will  of  Christ.  It  1s  the 
churches  of  ChrtBt  without  exception  going  Into 
all  the  world  without  limitation  and  preaching 
the  gospel  without  modification  to  evory  creatute 
without  discrimination.  This  world-wldo  procla¬ 
mation  of  the  gospel  of  life  is  Missions. 

5.  What  is  State  Missions? 

State  Missions  is  world- wide  Missions  modified 
by  and  adapted  to  the  needs,  conditions  and  life 
of  tho  state;  It  Is  the  world- wide  gospel  move¬ 
ment  confined  to  a  specific  territory.  It  is  that 
channel  through  which,  the  churches  of  the 
state  co-operate  In  preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ 
to  the  people  of  the  state  and  in  Instructing  those 
who  have  accepted  Christ  In  that  gospel  so  that 
they  may  become  obedient  to  it.  It  is  the  fitting 
of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Into  the  life  of  the  state 
and  through  the  gospel  making  the  life  of  Jesus 
triumphant  In  the  state.  The  immediate  task  is 
to  seek  out  destitute  places  within  the  stale 
where  there  are  no  churches  and  where  the  Bap¬ 
tist  message  has  not  been  proclaimed  and  there, 
by  evangelists  and  missionaries,  preach  and  to 
teach  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  win  and  to 
baptize  converts,  to  constitute  and  organise  Bap¬ 
tist  churches,  to  foster  weak  churches,  to  build 
houses  of  worship,  and  to  train  the  membership 
of  the  churches  in  the  fundamentals  for  Kingdom 
Bervice. 

State  Missions  Is  also  education.  It  is  an  agency  1 
through  which  Individual  Christians  and  church¬ 
es.  missionaries  and  other  workers  of  wider  and 
deeper  experience  find  their  best  opportunity  to 
share  with  less  experienced  and  unenlightened 
Baptists  the  benefits  of  their  tutelage  In  the 
school  of  practical  obedience. 

State  Missions  is  also  the  best  available  chan¬ 
nel  through  which  fellowship  and  helpfulness 
can  flow  from  the  stronger  to  the  weaker 
churches,  giving  where  needed  something  of  the 
strength  and  the  encouragement  of  their  suc¬ 
cesses  and  achievements  and  so  stimulating  our 
unenlisted  constltutency  to  a  larger  and  more  in¬ 
telligent  participation  in  all  of  the  work  of  tl)e 
Kingdom. 

In  addition  to  this  the  State  Mission  organiza¬ 
tion  Is  the  natural  and  logical  organization

lliwlove.  We  caknot  appreciate  the  gospel  with¬ 
out*  widening  vjslon  of  His  love.  It  Is  reduced 
l0  jsiech auic*  and  jformailsm  without  that.

^2ced  to  humsjh  philanthropy  and  a  refined 
interest  without  that.  Without  it  it  Is  im 
possible  to  "apprilhend  with  all  the  saints  what 
la  (j^e  breadth  and  length  and  height  and  depth." 


rn  these  words  Jesus  indicates  the  ceaseioe*  ac¬ 
tivity  of  God  in  the  world  today.  It  help*  us  to 
Interpret  that  passage  In  Genesis  when  it  is  said 
God  rested.  From  this  it  is  evident  that  we  are 
not  to  understand  that  God  retired  from  all  active 
labor,  but  that  he  finished  the  work  of  creation 
and  ceased  from  that  form  of  work,  and  now  de¬ 
votes  himself  to  a  different  kind  of  labor.  Rest  Is 
not  idleness  but  a  change  of  work.  God  con¬ 
tinues  his  work  in  the  world  and  has  not  simply 
made  the  world  and  turned  it  loose  to  run  Itself 
or  ruin  itself  as  It  pleases.  Jesus  said.  "My 
Father  worketh  hitherto,  and  I  work.” 

Ood  Is  busy  in  the  world  today.  This  is  a 
source  ot  great  comfort  and  assurance  to  one  who 
ioves  righteousness  utid  lives  in  hope.  In  Brown¬ 
ing's  story  of  IMppa  Passes  is  a  little  sonnet  de¬ 
scribing  the  quiet,  fresh,  beautiful  hour  of  sun¬ 
rise:  closing  with  the  line  “God  is  in  his  heans, 
all's  well  with  the  world."  The  verse  is  as  true 
as  it  is  beautiful.  (Nothing  ts  beautiful  that  is 
not  true).  It  helps  to  get  apart  from  the  rush 
of  the  world  and  in  the  quietness  of  what  God 
made  hear  the  voice  of  God  and  realise  that  he  is 
in  his  heavens.'  The  soul  Is  bathed  in  the  sweet 
refreshing  of  his  presence. 

But  there  is  another  place  where  we  may  be 
and  must  be  conscious  of  the  presence  and  the 
working  of  God.  He  Is  not  only  in  his  heavens; 
he  is  in  this  world.  He  is  not  simply  in  the 
placid  quietness  of  the  time  of  meditation;  he  is 
in  the  stress  and  strenuousness  of  a  busy  life;  he 
is  working  amid  the  wild  forces  and  clamorouB 
voices  of  men  and  of  Institutions  today.  We 
have  not  shut  God  out  and  cannot  shut  him  out 
of  the  hurry  and  struggle  of  modern  life.  God  la 
working. '  The  same  man  who  wrote  the  beau, 
tiful,  quiet,  pastoral  Twenty-third  Psalm,  also 
wrote  the  Twenty-ninth  Psalm.  He  who  saw 
Jehovah  as  a  shepheid  by  the  still  waters  and 
the  green  pastures,  heard  also  his  voice  in  the 
thunder  and  the  roaring  billows.  He  heard  him 
in  the  crashing  of  the  cedars  of  Lebanon  and  saw 
him  In  their  agitation  till  they  were  like  lambs 
skipping.  He  watcher  him  as  he  cleared  the 
flames  of  fire  from  the  thunder  clouds  and  shook 
the  wilderness  of  Kadesh,  and  with  cyclonic 
breath  stripped  the  forests  bare. 

Our  day  is  one  of  noise  and  tumult,  the  awaken 
ing  of  the  multitudes  and  the  stirring  of  na¬ 
tions  and  clash  of  classes.  Agitation  and  un¬ 
rest  are  the  characteristics  of  our  age.  But 

God  is  no  less  in  this  than  in  the  periods  of 
quietness.  God  la  working.  It  Is  the  prophet 
and  seer  today  wh6  can  find  God  in  all  this  and 
interpret  his  message  to  the  world.  Not  that 
we  are  to  forsake  the  Bible  and  find  oar  sermon 
in  the  newspapers.  Rather  the  events  of  today 
are  helping  us  to  Interpret  the  Bible  and  showing 
us  new  needs  of  It  and  fresh  application  of  it 
The  world  la  allvs  with  the  energy  of  God  and 


There  is  a  difference  in  the  meaning  of  these 
words  according  to  whether  you  state  it  as  a 
blanket  philosophical  principle  or  an  individual 
conviction.  In  the  first  case  anybody  can  as¬ 
sent  to  it  In  the  latter  it  becomes  a  matter  of 
Christian  faith  and  experience.  It  is  only  in 
this  latter  sense  that  we  are  concerned  with  it. 

It  is  in  this  way  that  Paul  ennunciates  it  In  his 
second  letter  to  the  Corinthians,  fifth  chapter. 

In  this  paragraph,  begiraing  with  verse  eleven 
Paul  is  showing  how  everything  changes  to  and 
for  a  man  when  he  become*  a  Christian.  He  is 
a  new  man.  all  things  have  teceme  new.  His  re¬ 
lationship  toward  men  hi*  undergone  a  radical 
.hange,  a  revolution.  His  standard  and  Idea  of 
life  has  changed  entirely:  he  has  died  to  that 
wherein  he  was  held.  He  now  live*  unto  God 
God  is  the  new  goal  of  his  life.  Along  with  this 
and  because  of  this  he  can  now  say.  all  things 
are  of  Ood.  The  change  is  so  complete  that  he 
Is  like  a  man  who  has  been  "turned  around"  in 
his  idea  of  which  is  north  and  south,  east  and  west, 
and  has  now  suddenly  gotten  straight.  It  all  hap¬ 
pens  at  the  cross:  If  one  died  for  toll,  then  all 
died,  that  they  who  live  should  no  longer  live 
unto  themselves,  but  unto  Him  who  for  them 
died  and  rose  again.  . 

The  consequence  of  all  this  is  that  now  all  that 
comes  to  us.  all  that  relates  to  us.  all  that  touches 
us  "Is  of  God."  There  are  no  accidents  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  There  are  no  misfortunes  in 
the  life  of  a  Christian.  There  is  nothing  which 
relates  to  us  which  God  did  not  forsoe  and  in  his 
gracious  purpose  permit  to  come.  "All  things  are 
of  God,  who  reconciled  us  unto  himself."  We 
have  gotten  into  the  place  eternally  and  divinely 
arranged  for  us.  We  fit  into  God  s  eternal  pur 
pose  and  plan.  And  fitting  there,  all  things  work 
together  for  good.  For  the  first  time  and  in 
this  way  only  are  we  really  in  the  kosmos.  the 
world  of  order  and  harmony  and  beauty.  The 
world  has  become  a  true  universe,  that  is  a  place 
or  condition  where  all  thingB  center  in  God. 
where  there  Is  one  mind  and  purpose.  All 

things  now  minister  to  the  man  or  woman  In 
Christ.  "All  things  are  yours,  whether  Paul  or 
A  polios,  or  Cephas,  or  the  world,  or  life,  or 
death,  or  things  present,  or  things  to  come;  all 
are  yours;  and  ye  are  Christ's;  and  Christ  is 
God's.”  It  is  glorious  to  be  a  Christian.  To  die 
with  Christ  to  the  world  is  to  live  in  harmony 
with  God  and  In  the  enjoyment  of  the  friendly 
forces  end  ministry  of  the  whole  created  universe.

This  is  stirring  news  and  indicates 
that  the  brethren  In  Mississippi  are  going  to  put  It 
over.  They  have  their  beads  set  and  their  souls 
determined  on  five  million  dollars.  May  the 
records  in  Victory  week  Justify  their  faith. 

Rev.  H.  R.  Holcpmb,  the  princely  pastor  of  the 
First  Bsptist  Church.  Mansfield.  Louisiana,  wires: 
"First  Church.  Mansfield,  gladly  accepts  $126.- 
000.00.”  This  is  a  piece  of  spiritual  heroism  that 
reads  like  the  Acts  of  Apostles.''  I  know  this 
church  and  I  take  their  pledge  as  good  as  gold. 
If  a  church  the  else  of  the  Mansfield  church  can 
accept  such  a  quota,  what  ought  some  of  our  large 
churches  do?  This  means  $260.00  per  member. 
As  far  as  I  know,  the  largest  per  membership 
quota  yet  accepted.  This  is  an  example  that 
evidently  makes  the  angels  rejoice. 

Ken 
tuckky.  qs  the  speaker  at  a  banquet  of  800  busi¬ 
ness  men  on  September  9th.  It  was  one  of  the 
greatest  occasions  of  my  life.

Their  new  paper  Is  as  pretty  as  a  girl  dressed 
for  Faster  Sunday.  Kverybody  ought  to  take  the 
Recorder.  lira  Porter  and  Hatcher  are  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  new  paper  as  vital  factors.  This  In¬ 
sures  successful  management  and  a  great  power. 

The  Buffalo  Church  nl  South  Carolina,  a  small 
country  church,  was  apportioned  $8,000.00.  They 
accepted  their  apportionment  and  proved  their 
faith  by  their  worka  and  In  one  service  raised 
$600,  the  first  year's  part  of  their  quota  and  sent 
It  to  the  Association  by  their  pastor.  This  Is  big 
business  for  God.  It  means  a  new  day  for  that 
church  and  sets  an  example  for  all  other  country 
churches. 

One  layman  #rltes  ftom  a  strong  church  in 
a  certain  section,  I  am  ashamed  to  tell  where,  that 
his  pastor  has  not  yet  mentioned  the  ?>  Million 
Campaign  In  any  of  the  services  of  the  church. 
Think  of  the  tragedy  of  such  a  thing!  All  of  his 
brothers  In  the  South  In  the  tidal  wave  of  a  great 
movement,  and  this  pastor  supposed  to  be  the 
loader  of  bis  flock,  has  not  even  as  much  as  men¬ 
tioned  this  great  movement  Suppose  he  had 
been  this  Indifferent  In  patriotism  in  the  war 
against  military  autocracy.  He  would  have  been 
put  down  as  pro-German,  a  slacker  or  worse.  My 
prayer  ls^hat  this  pastor  will  see  the  error  of  his 
way  and  prove  himself  a  leader  among  Baptist 
forces.  It  was  a  very  fine  sign  that  this  fine 
layman  in  his  church  was  greatly  stirred  about 
It.  He  w^s  a  friend  of  his  pastor  and  did  not 
mean  to  be  crltlxlng  him.  but  simply  to  stats  the 
fact 

If  the  pastors  do  not  lead  in  this  movement, 
the  hope  is  that  the  laymen  and  women  will  go  oa 
anyhow,  and  put  the  movement  over  for  the  Glory 
of  Christ,  even  If  they  have  to  pass'  on  by  their 
pastor.  Thank  Ood  this  type  of  preacher  Is  rare 
ir  the  South.  May  his  tribe  decease. 

Another  pastor  reports  that  because  of  a  debt  on 
the  church  building,  his  deacons  refuse  to  allow 
the  church  to  be  organised.  The  pastor  is  wise 
and  showed  a  great  spirit  He  is  planning  to  lift 
the  debt  off  the  church  In  cash  In  the  sarly  days 
of  October,  and  get  this  block  out  of  the  way.  His 
deacons  will  thfen  be  without  an  excuse.  This 
is  the  policy  I  recommend  to  all  churches  where 
some  Indebtedness  blocks  the  way.  Pay  off  the 
indebtedness  snd  then  put  on  the  big  movement. 

In  contrast  with  this  Incident  there  comes  an¬ 
other  from  a  large  church  with  a  heavy  indebted¬ 
ness,  whose  deacons  unanimously  resolved  to  put

These  will  fill  them  out,  get 
the  forces  appointed  to  accept  service,  put  the 
Service  roll  on  the  church  wall  and  send  to  their 
associations!  organizer  the  miniature  Service  Roll 
copied.  He  will  send  it  to  the  State  organiser 
and  he  will  send  it  to  me  at  Nashville.  Let  this 
good  work  go  on.  Here  Is  where  victory  lies. 

IV.  The  apportionments  to  associations  and 
churches  are  being  accepted  almost  everywhere 
with  a  greatsplrlt  of  heroism.  Never  was  there 
seen  a  finer  or  more  generous -spirit  anywhere. 
Many  churches  voluntarily  ■  raise  their  quotas, 
very  few  bo  far  have  seriously  questioned  their 
ability  to  raise  their  part.  This  Is  a  vital  sign  of 
victory. 

V.  The  great  response  given  by  pastor  and 
churches  to  the  forward  movement  for  the  In¬ 
crease  of  the  circulation  of  papers  is  simply  won¬ 
derful.  Churches  by  the  hundreds  are  putting 
their  State  papers  on  their  budget  and  sending 
the  paper  to  all  their  members.  This  will  greatly 
aid  victory  and  mare  greatly  aid  a  constructive 
conservation  of  all  our  interests  In  the  future. 
This  movement  to  extend  the  circulation  of  our 
papers  into  all  Baptist  homes  should  be  kept 
up  by  ail  of  our  forces  during  the  Campaign. 
Nothing  could  be  a  wiser  plan  nor  a  more  fruit¬ 
ful  denominational  policy.  A  double  circulation 
of  Baptist  papers  meaus  in  the  long  run  a  double 
efficiency  in  Baptist  churches. 

VI.  The  spirit  of  prayer  Is  spreading.  God’s 
Baptists  are  about  God’s  Altars  now.  Thank  God. 
We  are  to  win  by  way  of  Ood’s  throue.  Never  for¬ 
get  that. 

VII.  The  tides  are  rising.  Waves  of  enthus¬ 
iasm  are  coming  in  from  the  depths  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  conscience  Every  breeze  from  the  Sunny 
South  brings  the  breath  of  victory.  The  con¬ 
science  and  convictions  of  our  people  are  being 
stirred.  The  spirit  of  God  is  moving  on  the 
hosts  of  Southern  Zion.  Praise  God. 

VIII.  I’nlty  of  purpose,  confederation  of  in¬ 
terests.  cooperation  in  plans,  fellowship  of  serv¬ 
ice.  comradeship  In  the  hardships  of  a  great 
common  task,  are  challenging  and  calling  out 
the  lest  in  all  of  our  people.  The  unifying  move¬ 
ments  In  Kentucky,  especially  In  their  paper 
situation,  and  a  getting  together  tn  other  states 
are  but  showing  signs  of  victory  in  the  Big 
Campaign. 

IX.  The  best  encouragements  are  the  In¬ 
creasing  evidences  of  God’s  leadership  and  pres¬ 
ence  with  us  in  all  the  movements  of  the  Cam¬ 
paign.  Immanuel  is  our  Captain,  and  he  is  lead¬ 
ing  surely.  I-ef  us  keep  in  and  up  with  God.

A  tract  ex¬ 
plaining  the  Service  Roll  goes  with  each  roll. 
This  matter  Is  vital  to  victory.  It  should  be  done 
properly  and  promptly. 

A  tract  containing  suggestions  to  the  breth¬ 
ren  about  the  proper  observance  of  "Prayer 
Day”  September  24th  is  being  seut  out  to  pas¬ 
tors  and  others.  The  proper  observance  of  this 
excedlngly  Important  day  cannot  be  over  esti¬ 
mated  as  a  factor  looking  to  victory.  Let’s  make 
It  a  day  as  significant  In  Baptist  history  as  Is 
Pentecost  in  New  Testament  history.  All  Pente- 
costs  are  preceded  by  prayer. 


IV.  Thu  "Campaign  Handbook."  being  pre¬ 
pared  by  Dr.  T.  B.  Ray.  will  be  out,  wp  sincerely 
hope,  by  October  10th  or  15th.  It  takes  time  to 
assemble  facts  from  so  wide  a  field  as  that 
covered  by  tbe  Southern  Biptlst  Convention  and 
its  mission  lands.  It  takes  much  careful  labor 
to  assemble,  assort,  arrange,  properly  value,  re¬ 
late  and  make  impressive  a  statement  of  these 
facta.  The  brethren  must  not  be  impatient  about 
this  handbook.  We  are  doing  our  best  to  Hasten 
It.  We  have  spent  hundreds  of  dollars  In  cable¬ 
grams.  telegrams  and  railroad  expense  In  as¬ 
sembling  the  facts  for  this  survey.

“We.  too,  rejoice  with  the  great 
American  people  over  the  passage  of 
the  prohibition  amendment.  We  are 
convinced  that  since  the  foundation 
of  the  Republic  no  other  event  was 
laden  with  greater  possibilities  for 
the  spiritual,  social  and  economic 
welfare  of  our  country. 

“We  recommend  that  the  practice 
of  some  of  our  bishops  of  prescribing 
total  abstinence  to  the  condidate  for 
ordination  become  general;  and  that 
political  parties  nominate  only  total 
abstainers  for  office,  and  make  total 
abstinence  a  requirement  for  civil 
service  apolntments,  since  only  total 
abstainers  should  be  trusted  with  the 
enforcement  of  the  prohibition  law. 

|  _“We  favor  Congress  defining  li¬ 
quors  containing  any  percentage  of 
alcohol  as  Intoxicating,  thus  elimi¬ 
nating  the  necessity  for  an  army  of 
officials  for  constant  tests.  We  object 
to  even  one-half  of  one  per  cent  al¬ 
cohol  as  so  much  Intoxication. 

"To  avoid  unnecessary  Inconveni¬ 
ence  in  procuring  sacramental  wine, 
we  favor  a  uniform  or  federal  law. 

••We  trust  that  the  proper  author- 
.  itles  will  unflinchingly  enforce  the 
prohibition  law.  Tbo  brewers  and 
their  followers  have  only  one  way 
to  get  rid  of  prohibition — the  consti¬ 
tutional  door  by  which  it  came  in. 

”We  favor  the  abolishing  of  all 
I  Uquor  revenue  officers  and  the  In- 
I  stltution  In  each  state  of  a  prohibi¬ 
tion  officer  who  shall  have  power  to 
call  on  police  departments  and  con- 
I  stables  for  necessary  aid  in  enforcing 
|  prohibition. 

"We  deprecate  all  attempts  to  fo¬ 
ment  lawlessness  against  prohibition 
as  alien  to  Catholic  loyalty  to  consti¬ 
tuted  authority  and  the  best  tradi¬ 
tions  of  the  Catholic  church. 

"Prohibitionists  may  expect  en¬ 
couragement  from  Pope  Benedict  XV. 
Of  his  two  immediate  predecessors, 
Leo  XIII.  approved  the  third  Council 
of  Baltimore,  urging  all  Catholics  to 
get  out  of  the  liquor  business;  Plus 
X.  urged  Catholics  everywhere  to  be 
in  the  forefront  in  the  battle  against 
alchoholism.  Of  Benedict  XV. 's  name¬ 
sakes.  Benedict  XIII  was  a  total  ab¬ 
stainer,  and  Benedict  XIV  regretted 
the  relaxation  of  the  ancient  discip¬ 
line  prescribing  total  abstinence  on 
all  fasting  daya  Prohibition  is  in  per¬ 
fect  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  self- 
denial  prescribed  by  Catholic  discip¬ 
line,  with  spiritual  perfection  and 
with  the  monastic  asceticism  of  old. 

"We  cordially  thank  our  leaders 
in  the  hierarchy  who  have  steadily 
encouraged  us  by  their  words  and 
example,  "catholics  will  stand  with 
their  fellow  rltixens  for  prohiottlon,” 
said  Bishop  Canevln.

This  marks  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  a  policy  which,  I  judge 
will  be  permanent  in  this  church,  to 
provide  the  membership  with  these 
publications  out  of  the  current  ex¬ 
pense  fund,  just  as  literature  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  pupils  ot  the  Sunday 
school.  This  Is,  I  believe,  the  only 
way  we  are  ever  going  to  get  our  de¬ 
nominational  papers  Into  the  hands 
of  all  our  people.  As  an  enlistment 
agency  the  denominational  paper 
stands.  In  my  judgment,  at  the  head 
of  the  list.  The  results  which  will i 
grow  out  of  the  paper’s  quiet  influ¬ 
ence  In  the  home  will  offset  a  hundre- 
fold  the  little  expense  of  placing  It 
there.

Have  Just  returned  from  my  trip 
west.  From  San  Antonio  weat  170 
miles,  the  country  looks  very  well, 
but  for  the  next  400  miles  It  looks 
to  be  a  real  Qod-forsaken  ard  man- 
forsaken  section. 

We  found  El  Paso  to  be  some  city. 
There  are  more  new  up-to-date  bun¬ 
galows  In  It  than  in  any  other  clt/ 
we  visited.  At  the  extreme  west  city 
limits  there  is  a  targe  concrete  post 
which  is  the  corner  -of  Mexico.  New 
Mexico.  Arixona  and  Texas. 

We  sent  part  of  one  day  in  Mex¬ 
ico,  looking  at  the  old  mur  houses 
and  huts,  filthy  and  full  of  children, 
which  places  look  to  be  Impossible 
to  rear  a  healthy  child  In.  Our  visit 
to  their  market  took  our  appetite 
away  from  us  for  a  solid  day;  to  say 
that  market  is  fithy  place  does  not 
begin  to  express  it  and  when  we  did 
get  our  feet  back  on  the  U.  8.  A.  we 
lifted  our  voices  and  said  thank  God. 

If  all  of  Mexico  is  like  that  which 
we  saw.  the  country  Is  not  worth 
having  much  less  fighting  for.  Of 
course,  I  know  that  it  is  a  great  coun- 
tr  ythat  is  undeveloped  and  when  wc 
think  of  the  fact  that  85  per  cent 
of  their  constlluteiita  cannot  read  or 
write  and  that  66  per  cent  of  their 
children  are  born  out  of  wedlock,  we 
can  readily  see  that  they  never  will 
bo  capable  of  self-government. 

I  left  Mrs.  Farr  in  our  great  Bap¬ 
tist  Tuberculosis  Sanltorlum  for  treat¬ 
ment.  This  Institution  is  located  in 
an  ideal  section  near  the  city.  The 
climate  Is  ideal  and  the  institution 
is  all  that  could  be  expected.  We  aro 
trusting  that  before  many  months 
Mrs.  Farr  will  return  to  us  well  and 
strofig  again  and  that  our  home  will 
be  happy  as  it  once  was.
